Referring to my provious letter in
regard to the negotiations in the so-
ealled “"Elght-Hour-Day Movement:'

Your requests and the contingent
roply of the railways were carcfully
Leonsidered.  The confercnces dovel-
oped that the conflicting views of
your representatives and of the Na-
tional Conferenece Committee of the
Railwaye could not be harmonized
and, therefore, the following formal
reply was made 1o your represents-
tives:

Reply of Managers' Oommitiee

“The Nationul Conference Commit-
tee of the Railways has ecarefully
considered your proposals and yeur
explanations of their meaning and in-
tended application. In  our judg-
ment, no reasons developed during
our conferences to justify the extra-
ordinary changes in operating meth-
ods and practices and the large ex-
penditures for additional facilities
which your proposals Invelve: nor
wug anything presented to Justify
vour requested radical revision of the
estublished bases of compensation
for men in engine, train and yard
service. The present rates and rules
are largely the result of recent arbi-
tration awards; and, In our judgment
now provide for the men liberal com-
pensation and favorable working con-
ditlons. Moreover, the best obtain-
able estimates Indieate that to ac-
cept your proposals would increase
the cost of operation of the rallroads
approximately one hundred million
dollars a year, all of which must
eventually be borne by the public.

“We are confident that you and
the men you represent appreciate the
respongiblilities of this committee 1o
three substantial interests, viz:

1. (a) To the employes here in-
volved whose efficlent serviee ig ac-
knowledged and with whom the rafl-
wava have no differences which ean-
not be considered falrly and decided
juetly by some impartial body.
| (h) To all other employes of the
rullwags  whose material  welfare
should not suffer hecnuse of the pref-
lerment of any particalar groun of
fellow workers

‘2. To theowners of the rallways,
who have a vight to participate in the
earnings of their business on & fair
and equitnble bagis

‘4. To the publie who are vitally

Public sentiment In regard o Lhe
legalized llgquor traffle  has almos
entirely changed In  the past ten
years, and in that time sixteen of the
states of the Unlon have been added
to the dry column. Ten years ago
only three states, Mulne, Kaneas and
North Dukota, were prohibition terri
tory.

Today nincteen stutes boast of be-
ing clean In this respect: Georgin,
Oklahoma, Oregon, Washington, Arl-
rona, Alabama, Arkansas, lowa, Ida-
ho, and South Carolina baving climb-
ed aboard the water wagon In the or-
der glven.

Thig fall the people of South Da-
kota, Californin, Nebraska, Montana,
Michigan, Idaho, and Alaska will
vote on this lmportant question.
(ldaho’s present law belng only legis-
lative, the people of that state are
voting on the question ag a constitu
tional amendment. )

The prohibition amendment will be
submitted to the Nebraska volers
November 7, at the genoral election:
n petition, bearing over 70,000 signa-
tures asking that the question be
submitted having been flled with the
secrelary of stnte recently, The wo
fmen of the state, whilo not allowed
to vole on the guestion, bad a very
important part in socuring this peti-
tion and seeing that | was elrculated
over the state; and they can do satill
more by using their intluence in se-
curing vo tes for the amendment.

EIGHT HOUR MOVEMENT

Article  in  Locomotive  Englnecrs
dournal Gives Reasons for
Bight-Hour bay

(HBy Brotherhoods Publicity Bureau)
The following article s taken from
the Locomotive Engineers’ Journal:
The men In train  service must
have an elght-hour day bocause it is
Justly due them,

Eight hours of actunl labor, the
preparatory time before and after the
serviee period to be additional, Is all
the time the laborer can give If he is
to secure the rest that nature de-
mands and remain at his best,

This service period has been firm-
Iy established in the leading industrl-
#l occupations and 18 commonly reo-
opnized by law,

It enablea the laborer to be at his
beat throughout the entire working
period and compensatea for the loss
of time by the elimlnation of errors.

Orrors In traffic movement are
more costly than errors In other oc-
cuputions. The errors of the over-
worked employee create dangers for
othera besldes himself,

The eight-hour day should be
granted for the benefit of the travel-
ing public. The public pays for pas-
suge on the traing. They have a
right to demand that the danger due
to overworking of employees be elim-
P ted

The passenger has a right to de-
mand that passenger traing shall not
be handled over lines in constant
contanet with freight  tralng  whoso
crews arn overworked.

they must go.

They cannot have regular meals,
and must often eat the lunch they
carry while on the run.

The operator and slgnalman,
hotsed and protected from the stress
of weather, whose business I8 mere-
Iy to write down upon paper or coms-
municate by gignnl what the train-
men must do, are forbidden by law
to work more than eighi hours,

The man who does the work needs
regt sooner and needs it worse, and
needs it longer than the man who
tells him to do the work.
